any entangling questions, it would 
be 
overwhelmingly ' accepted"

Liberty, He Tefls Welles- 


ley Graduates 


(By tie Associated Press) 


WELLESLEY, Mass.—Charles E. 


Hughes, speaking at the Welleslcy 
College commencement today, cau- 
tioned that in an appreciation of the 
difficulties accompanying the period 
after the war "we must avoid a dis- 
torted view and must not fai! to 
realize that the great heart of the 
nation has not changed -ir. a -few 
months. 


"It is a spurious patriotism that 


•is linked ' to the 
triumph of any 


creed or class, or bejomes the* ve. 
hide of bigotry. The comnon good 
rooted in the essential institutions 
of justice and 
individual liberty— 


that is the national ideal. 


"We have too many evidences of 


a readiness to take advantage of op- 
porrunity to establish autocratic ad- 
ministration. The tendency to crave 
and assert arbitrary power, to use 
power—either economic -.or political 
power—ruthlessly, is more apparent 
with us than devotion to the cause 
of liberty. 


"There is a great difference be- 


tween protecting the orderly proc- 
esses of government and the at- 
tempt to repress political opinion 
with which we do not agree. It is 
precisely because liberty must have 
its institutions, because liberty can 
only continue through-organizations 
securing government upon the basis 
of ^cconted principles, that the in- 
stitutions of" liberty are hopelessly 
defective and inadequate if they do 
not provide the means for the adap- 
tations which each generation must 
have to guarantee its freedom. 


"The true method is to trust th» 


truth and find the remedy. 


"The motto for democracy—mnst 


be educate, educate, educate. You 
can find no other security than the 
intelligence and conscience of the 
people. Bnt^ you cannot at once ed- 
ucate and stifle opinion. The policy 
of denying free expression of politi- 
cal opinions is death to the Repub- 
lic for that expression is its vital 
force.

"The practice of .putting large dis- 


cretionary powers at the disposal of 
officers needs" a curb. The patriot 
in peace demands government upon 
established principles and he should 
always be ready to contest official- 
ism and bureaucracy with its readi- 
ness to suppress individual freedom 
by capricious administrative action 
and to install in-departments' of a 
supposed' free government what is 
nothing .short of-a reign of terror."

NTIL the advent of the auto- 
mobile, much of 
the 
scenic 


•beauty of Wisconsin "was born 


to blush unseen." 
The 
railroads 


touched, but few of the. hteauty spots 
and no one wandered far from the 
railroad line except the fishermen. 


The automobile, 
however, has 


made the state a neighborhood and 
people may now visit our beauty 
spots much as they drove through 
their local parks in the years gone 
by. However, until the. last three 
years most of us were barred from 
touring by tha conditions of 
of our highways and through the 
lack of any 
system of 
highway 


marking. 


Tho patrol maintenance on the 


State Trunk Highway system hie 
largely salved the question of high- 
way conditions, except possibly in 
the sand belt, and in a few other 
jireas where unusual conditions ex- 
st. 
As a whole, one may travel 


over the State Trunk Highway sys- 
•.em without meeting any real road 
;errors and with ease and comfort. 
You may travel ov^r the system 
with a surety that you will "not get 
ost, for our road marking is well 
nigh perfect. 


Before going into any detailed de- 


scription of the beauties of Wiscon- 
sin and the roads which open, up 
hesc -beauties, it is well in the first 
article to tell what the 
state of 


Wisconsin herself has done to con- 
erve these beauties for her people 
ind the great-playgrounds siTe has 
aid out in the way of state parks. 
t is astonishing the lack of know- 
edge among the people of the'state 
egarding these state parks. 


Wisconsin now has seven state 


'arks, mainly chosen as was the 
ystem of national parks, to serve 
or all time to the public certain 
eaturcs of unusual ecenic beauty, 
akes, or -forests for 
playgrounds 


or the present and the future gen- 
rations. 
There are over 
12,000 


scenically and historically 
one of 


the most interesting spots on- the 
upper Mississippi;—a 
commanding 


and picturesrftie peak projecting in- 
to the -Mississippi River, which has 
been named Perrot Park in honor 
of Nicholas Perrot, the French ex- 
plorer, who visited this spot in 1685. 


Another 
recent acquisition is 


•u(hat fs known as Patterson Park, 
the gift of James Martin Patterson, 
Superior. This includes a striking 
bit of Wisconsin scenery, the falls 
of the Black River, south of the citl 
of Superior, ti 
is the 
highest 


waterfall in Wisconsin, a 160 cas- 
cade tumbling down a rock forma- 
tion. 


Brule.Parfc, along the Brule Riv- 


er in Douglas County, is a favorite 
resort of trout fishermen. The scen- 
ery is not unusual in character, tut 
it has all the natural wildnosa of 
this section of tipper Wisconsin. 


While it is not a state Park, the 


old forest reserve area 
in Vilas, 


Oneida, Iron and Forest Counties, 
offers all the advantages of a state 
park, being open to the public. on 
practically the same conditions 
It 


lies in the heart of the lake region 
in upper Wisconsin, the -whole sec- 
tion being interlaced with lakes, up- 
on which are many beautiful spots 
for camping grounds and summer 
shacks. 
While the movement to 


make this a forest reserve w&s kill- 
ed some years ago, steps tj make 
this one should be taken .by the 
State of Wisconsin to see that the 
lake frontage in this region shall 
never be sold, jut shall >bc preserved 
forever for the enjoyment 
of the 


people of Wisconsin.

Peninsular park, the largest of 


tnc- state parks' is located in Door 
county, the thumb land jetting out 
from Green Bay, ar.d contains al- 
most 4,000 acres, of which 2,800 is 
timber. 
It is pre-eminently the for- 


est park of the group, and is attract- 
ing a large number of tourists, es- 
pecially motorists. 
The roads' in 


the park are excellent, and the seen 
ery is wonderfully beautiful with its 
bold headlands of solid rock arising 
from the lake. 


Interstate park is located in the 


northwestern part of the state on 
the boundary line between Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota, and was platted 
to preserve the beauties of the Dells 
of the St. Croix river, which are 
more massive than the dells of the 
Wisconsin.' The park contains 730 
acres, of which 580 arc owned by 
;hc state of Wisconsin and 150 by 
:he state of Minnesota. 
The river 


flows through a narrow gorge in the 
traprock which at one point arises 
to a height of more than 200 feet 
The scenery is'massive and inspir- 
ing. 


Devils Lake park s down in the 


heart of Wisconsin in Saiik county, 
is a few miles from Baraboo, and is 
a favorite playground and of inter- 
est to fctudents^of geology.

geological formation, with massive' 
bines of quartzite forming its, shore 
lice.

THE BREAKDOWN OF THE RAILROADS 


w r-\ST quantities of freight arc piled up in all the railroad de- 
V pots of the country. Hundreds of dons of food products 
jam the storage warehouses all over the United States and can- 
not be moved for feck of transportation. The difficulty of ob- 
taining loans at banks is largely due to the fact that so much 
money is tied up in products waiting to be shipped to buyers. 


And yet the Esch-Cirmmins bill is endorsed by the Repub- 


lican platform as "a most conservative legislative achievement." 


H. H. Merrtck, president of *he Great Lakes Trust company 


of Chicago says: 


"Business in this country is in the position of a 


great log jam in the river with a tremendous pressure 
of water behind it, and the name of the key log to the 
jam is transportation.

"Unless that key log is moved the jam will remain 


and we need not look for an early liquidation of what 
are called frozen credits, or loans on commodities. The 
halting of shipments means that billions in credits 
throughout the country will have to be extended if the 
rail jam is not cleared. 


"It is hitting labor a hard blow, for 75,000-men are 


idle today solely through the railroad situation. 


"Fully a dozen big factories in Michigan will shut . 


down inside of ten days unless they receive an adequate 
coal supply. 


"We are approaching July with a coal shortage. 


What will it be next fall? Think of it, with coal a 
crying need righj: herein Chicago and all over the coun- 
try" The operators tell me they simply cannot get 
cars and they are shipping coal as fast as they can. 
Yet they are working the mines only three days a week. 


"Do you know that at the present rate it takes 


anywhere" from sixty days to ten weeks to get a car- 
load of goods from Chicago to New York, say, or from 
any eastern point to the middle west?" 
These are not the views of a radical, advocating govern- 


ment ownership of the railroads. They are the views of a con- 
servative banker, discussing the business condition of the coun- 
try. 


But they show that opponents of the Esch-Cummins bill are 


right in maintaining that transportation conditions ha.ve grown 
rapidly worse and worse since the return of the railroads to pri- 
vale corporation control. 


And no wonder. The government had unified the railroads 


into a single national system under one central control. 
This 


simplification has been broken up. Railroad competition has 
taken the place of co-operation. Freight is routed over circuit- 
ous -lines, instead of over the most direct line. 


The roads are claiming a great lack of equipment, yet it 


cannot have diminished much since the roads were returned, and 
the government has been supplying the railroads with millions 
of dollars to spend for added equipment. 


The Republican convention surrendered completely to Wall 


street influences on the railroad question. Stockjobbers and Wall 
street agents are m control and are managing the roads in the 
interests of the New York stock exchange gamblers rather than 
in the interest of the people.
